STAMFORD, Conn. Travis the chimpanzee, a vet- 
eran of TV commercials, was the constant com- 
panion of a lonely Connecticut wddow who fed 
him steak, lobster and ice cream. He could eat at 
the table, drink wine from a stemmed glass, use 
the toilet, and dress and bathe himself. 

He brushed liis teeth with a Water Pik, logged 
on to a computer to look at photos iuid chjmnel- 
surfedTV with the remote control.

Underscoring energy-related invest- 
ments in the new' law, Obama and Vice 
President Joe Biden flew separately to 
Denver where the president signed it at 
the Denver Museum of Nature & Science 
before roughly 250 people including alter- 
native energy business leaders. Eiirlier, the 
pair examined solar panels on the muse- 
um’s roof 

On Wednesday, Obama will outline 
another big piece of his recovery effort- 
a S50 billion plan to help stem foreclo- 
sures— in Arizona, one of the states hard- 
est hit by the mortgage defaults that arc 
at the center of the nation’s economic 
woes. 

Obama is expected to detiiil how the 
administration plans to prod the mort- 
gage industry' to do more in modifying the 
terms of home loans so borrowers have 
lower monthly payments.

WHO INVENTED 



Search to find the creator of city’s trademark pie yieids dueiing ciaims

The idea seemed simple enough: Build a case 
to confer landmark status to the location 
where Chicago-style deep-dish pizza was 
invented. 

But as historian Tim Samuelson began 
to look into origins of the distinctive dish, 
he found himself mired in conflicting 
stories, each as impenetrable as the pizza 
and peopled with characters every bit as 
robust. There is almost no documentation 
about who invented the dish, and without 
it, legend has taken over. 

The only paper trail indicates the pizza 
almost certainly came out of a 19th Century 
mansion built with lumber money at 29 E. 

Ohio St.— the restaurant now known as 
Pizzeria Uno. But the question of who exactly 
developed the concept remains a mystery 
despite the best efforts of the City of Chicago’s official cultural historian. 

“I wish that there were more written records— recipes or vintage 
photographs,” lamented Samuelson. "It’s an enigma, wrapped in a pie 
crust,” said Jeff Ruby, who co-authored “Everybody Loves Pizza” in 2005 
with Penny Pollack. “Every day, it feels a little more lost to history” 

What is known is that in 1943, Chicago produced a unique variation 
on traditional Italian and American pizzas. It has a coarse, crunchy 
crust, sauce on top of cheese instead of the other way around, and 
Italian sausage at its heart. 

Nationally, pizza is a $30 billion industry, but it is especially popular 
among Chicagoans. Pizzeria Uno does $3.2 million of business a year, 
and its sibling a block away. Pizzeria Due, does $3.4 million, even though 
neither delivers. 

“What single food that hails from Chicago is as important as pizza?” 
said Marc Malnati, whose father, Lou, was a member of one of Chicago 
pizza’s first families. “This city was built around Chicago pizza.” 

Experts with the city and in the restaurant industry studiously avoid 
taking sides in the debate over its origins, pointing out that history 
won’t make a pizza taste any better. 

In any case, Samuelson says he now has enough documentation to 
prove the pizza emerged from a restaurant that opened in the early 
1940S in the mansion on East Ohio at Wabash, originally built by 
Chicago lumber baron Nathan Meats. 

The founders of that pizzeria are the stuff of Chicago legend: Richard 
Novaretti, known as Ric Riccardo, the colorful owner of Riccardo’s 
Restaurant at Rush and Hubbard Streets; and his friend, Ike Sewell, a 
Chicago liquor distributor with a native Texan’s gregariousness. 

By the 1940s and 1950s, phone books and city registers show tenants 
of the mansion included Riccardo, Lou Malnati’s father, Rudy Malnati 
Sr. —and a restaurant offering a novel foreign dish called “pizza.” 

Sewell had suggested to Riccardo that they open a Mexican restaurant, 
but a botched test meal made Riccardo violently ill. Riccardo’s 
counterproposal was pizza. It was Sewell who proposed super-sizing 


what was conceived as an appetizer-size 
offering, the businessmen would later say 
Their restaurant opened in 1943 as The 
Pizzeria, became Pizzeria Riccardo soon 
afterward, and settled in as Pizzeria Uno 
in 1955, when the partners opened Pizzeria 
Due in another Mears mansion at Wabash 
and Ontario. 

When Uno’s opened, there were other 
pizzerias in Chicago, but this one served 
something different and distinctive: pizza 
thick as a sewer lid and almost as heavy 
Who developed the recipe remains 
unknown, despite efforts by Samuelson, 
other food experts and fans. It may have 
developed over time or been a collaboration. 
Certainly, Sewell popularized the image and 
promoted it heavily Samuelson and others 
tend to credit Riccardo with the impetus for 
the idea and Sewell with making it famous. 

But, of course, the story doesn’t end there. Samuelson interviewed 
Lou Malnati’s brother, Rudy Malnati Jr., who added a layer to the pie by 
suggesting that their father helped make Uno’s original recipe. 

Adolpho “Rudy” Malnati Sr. was Riccardo’s former bartender and 
the Ohio Street restaurant’s most loyal employee. Advertisements and 
news clippings of the time say he became manager of Pizzeria Riccardo 
in 1951, but clips also variously call him the restaurant’s co-owner and 
main operator. 

Malnati spoke Italian and broken English, and according to family 
tradition, he became a profit-sharing partner at the pizzeria on a 
handshake. 

His son, Rudy Jr., offers two bits of proof for his claim that the elder 
Malnati should get partial credit for inventing Chicago’s pizza: a 1956 
news clipping that calls his father the person who established Pizzeria 
Uno, and assurances that Malnati’s 82-year-old widow still helps make 
the dough at Pizano’s Pizza, which Malnati Jr. opened in 1991. 

But if Rudy Malnati Sr. had a hand in the pizza dough recipe, he never 
said so in interviews, and Samuelson couldn’t find any documentation 
to back it up. 

Over the years, various employees of Uno and Due went on to found 
some of Chicago’s most famous pizza houses: Uno’s cook Alice Mae 
Redmond at Gino’s East, Uno’s waitress Helen Delisi at Delisi’s Pizza, 
Due’s employee Louisa DeGenero at Louisa’s Pizza. 

In 1955, a young bartender at Uno, Luciano “Lou” Malnati, was sent 
to manage the new Pizzeria Due. He later opened his own restaurant in 
Lincolnwood, and his sons Marc and Rick now manage a chain of Lou 
Malnati’s restaurants. 

His work done, Samuelson said he thinks Pizzerias Uno and Due 
deserve landmark status. “There’s also a fundamental truth behind my 
long-standing interest in this subject.” 

What’s that? 

“I really like the pizza,” he said.

The pastor of Willow Creek Chicago— the city campus 
of the evangelical megachurch known as Willow Creek 
Community Church— has resigned and admitted to “sex- 
ual impurity” according to a church spokesman. 

Rev Steve Wu moved from California’s Silicon Valley in 
early 2006, hired by senior pastor Rev Bill Hybels to lead 
Willow Creek Chicago, the urban branch of the South 
Barrington-based church. 

Under Wu, Wllow Creek Chicago began holding Sunday 
services at the historic Auditorium Theatre in 2006, becom- 
ing Willow Creek’s fifth campus. Willow Creek Community 
Church is one of the most influential evangelical churches in 
the nation with more than 20,000 members. 

A church elder read a statement to the Willow Chicago 
congregation on Jan. 25 announcing Wu’s resignation, say- 
ing the pastor “admitted to sexual impurity and has taken 
full responsibility for his sin. He has expressed a desire to 
participate in a restoration process.” 

The statement also said that Todd Katter has agreed to 
serve as interim campus pastor while the church searches 
for Wu’s replacement, according to Willow’s director of 
communication Ted Allen Miller. 

“We would ask you to pray diligently for Steve in these 
difficult days,” the statement said. 

When asked for further information. Miller said the 
statement was the extent of what the church is able to 
communicate at this time. 



$10K reward for ‘Cross-dressing Bandit’ 

A $10,000 reward was offered Tuesday by the FBI for informa- 
tion leading to the identification and arrest of a man dressed 
as a woman who robbed a Park Ridge bank last August. 

The “Cross-dressing Bandit” (above) wore a black and 
pink floral print dress; a pink, wide-brimmed sun hat; long 
white gloves and white sandals and carried an oversize black 
purse as he held up the MB Financial Bank branch before 
7 p.m.

Former Aid. Arenda Troutman was 
sentenced to four years in prison 
Tuesday for mail and tax fraud. 

Troutman admitted that for sever- 
al years she had solicited cash from 
developers to back their projects in 
her South Side ward. The sentence 
was handed down after Troutman 
tearfully told the judge that she’s not 
“a monster” as portrayed by prosecu- 
tors who said she accepted bribes and 
fraternized with gang members. 

She asked for leniency so she could remain with her three 
sons. 

“This society is real cruel to young black boys who don’t 
have instruction and guidance,” she said. “They’ll get swal- 
lowed up in the belly of the beast.” 

US. District Judge Ruben Castillo said he believed that 
Troutman is a good mother to her sons and a good daughter 
to her ailing mother but described her as “a walking contra- 
diction.” 

He noted that Troutman had once worked with the late 
Chicago Mayor Harold Washington but wouldn’t be joining 
him in the local political Hall of Fame. “Instead you join the 
Hall of Shame of politicians who sold their offices,” Castillo 
said. 

Assistant US. Atty Joseph Alesia called Troutman’s con- 
duct “a five-year crime spree.” In some instances she blocked 
low-income housing because no one involved would pay her 


a bribe, he said. “Even by Chicago standards, it’s no small 
crime,” Alesia said. 

Troutman’s lawyer, Michael Gillespie, said she accepted 
full responsibility “She is terribly humbled and saddened by 
what she has done to constituents in her ward,” he said. 

The former alderwoman had about 30 supporters in the 
courtroom. Moments after the judge handed down the pris- 
on sentence, Troutman was seated at defense table with sup- 
porters huddled around her in what appeared to be a prayer 
circle. She remained free on bail pending appeal. 

After she was charged with corruption in early 2007, 
Troutman, the alderman of the 20 th Ward, defiantly denied 
wrongdoing and suggested she had been targeted for political 
reasons. Troutman is the 12th Chicago alderman convicted 
of wrongdoing in the last 20 years, but the first since Percy 
Giles (37th) in 1999. 

Prosecutors detailed the evidence against Troutman, 
including conversations that an undercover informant 
recorded as part of the FBI sting that snared her. In one 
exchange, the alderman promised to smooth the way for a 
development but then asked, “What do I get out of it?” 

In another infamous quote that was caught on tape and 
later drew scorn from council colleagues, Troutman com- 
pared politics in Chicago to prostitution. 

“Most aldermen, most politicians are hos,” she said. 

In her 33-page plea agreement, Troutman admitted it was 
“the general practice” of her office to direct staffers to solicit 
donations from developers seeking to do business in the 20th 
Ward. Prosecutors laid out payoffs totaling $21,500 in the 
document.

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Burris storm brewing 


As a political storm brewed 
around new U.S. Sen. Roland 
Burris on Tuesday, fellow 
Illinois Sen. Dick Durbin 
kept mum, traveling out of the 
country with a man who could 
be a contender for Burris’ seat 
in 2010. 

Durbin is spending the week 
in Greece, Cyprus and Turkey, 
accompanied by Illinois state 
Treasurer Alexi Giannoulias. 

Illinois’ senior senator, Durbin 
left over the weekend and has 
not had a chance to review 
any of the documents related 
to the recent flap over Burris, 
spokesman Joe Shoemaker 
said. 

In an affidavit released over the weekend, Burris 
acknowledged deeper connections to ousted Gov Rod 
Blagojevich than he did previously to an Illinois House 
impeachment panel that impeached Blagojevich. 

In statements since, Burris also has acknowledged 
trying to raise money for Blagojevich. 

The Sangamon County prosecutor’s office on Tuesday 
began reviewing documents related to Burris’ testimony 


before the impeachment panel 
after lawmakers called for an 
investigation into whether 
Burris perjured himself 
Shoemaker said Durbin 
doesn’t want to comment on 
the Burris situation until he 
reviews the materials, including 
a transcript of Burris’ testimony 
before the impeachment panel 
in January 

On Tuesday, Burris said he 
welcomes an investigation 
by the Senate’s ethics 
committee. Sen. Barbara 
Boxer, a California Democrat 
and committee chairman, 
declined to comment. 

A spokesman for Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid says the senator supports 
Burris’ decision to cooperate with officials. 

Citizens for Responsibility and Ethics says evidence 
suggests Burris lied under oath and authorities should 
investigate if the Illinois Democrat can be prosecuted 
for perjury 

Also Tuesday, a Tribune editorial said there’s only one 
honorable action for Burris and that is to resign. 
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Roland Burris arrives Tuesday for a meeting with 
Illinois State University President Al Bowman.

Get Starbucks in an instant 


Starbucks began selling its new instant coffee 
online Tuesday, ahead of a nationwide launch 
to coincide with the company’s first major ad 
campaign. 

Customers will be able to buy packets of the 
new coffee in Starbucks’ Seattle and Chicago 
stores March 3 and the rest of the company’s 
U.S. stores in the fall when the advertising 
begins. Online orders will start shipping in 
March. 

Chief Executive Howard Schultz said the 
gourmet coffee chain wants to change per- 
ceptions of both its own affordability and the 


quality of instant coffee. 

“This is not your mother’s instant coffee,” 
Schultz said at an “unveiling” event for analysts 
and reporters in NewTbrk. 

Called Via, the water-soluble product sells in 
packets of three for $2.95 or 12 for $9.95— $i or 
less per cup. Just Columbia and Italian Roast 
varieties will be available at first, but the com- 
pany will add others later. 

“I don’t know if we’re going to replace the 
morning ritual,” Schultz said. 

First, the company will have to replace the 
perception that instant coffee is more Maxwell 


House than coffee house. 

To fight that battle, Starbucks is 
launching its first-ever major advertising 
campaign, which will include a video 
on YouTube explaining the difference 
between Starbucks instant coffee and the 
old standbys. 

Critics say the move smells of desperation as 
the chain closes locations in the U.S. and over- 
seas and cuts up to nearly 1,700 jobs. 

Schultz said the company is introducing the 
instant coffee because the time is right and the 
product is up to par.

Rodriguez, taking questions from an over- 
flow crowd of reporters on his first day- in 
camp, added some details to the interview 
he gave with ESPN a week ago, after Sports 
Illustrated reptjrted he had tested positive for 
steroids in 2003.

“My cousin started talking to me about 
something that was available for purchase 
in the streets of the {Dominican Republic},”

and my cousin started administering it to me. 

We consulted no one, It was pretty evi- 
dent we didn't loiow what we were doing.” 

Rodriguez, as stylish off the field as on, 
wore khaki slacks and a dark dress shirt. He 
had a red string bracelet on his left wrist, as 
often worn by Kabbalah followers. 

Rodriguez said he did not know the sub- 
stance his cousin was injecting was steroids. 
He was asked why then, was he so secretive 
about his use.

OK, SO: kissing. Here’s what we know It has major evolutionary advantage. 
Only the hottest and highest species do it. Yet among current humans, 
the future of kissing seems an open question. In our liberated era, have 
we become so quick to get past the kiss and further into sex that we have 
devalued the icons, wisdoms and traditions of the ancestors? 


If so, this is a horrifying situation. It must 
be stopped. Kissers of the world, unite. 

Although they may not know it, humans 
use kisses to assess potential mates, says 
Helen Fisher, the Rutgers anthropologist 
who is the author of We Ix>ve: 
Nature and Chemistry of Romantic Love.” 

“A kiss is a blast of information that you 
arc sending out and infonnation tliat you arc 
receiving,” she said. Much of the cortex 
is devoted to picking up sensations from 
around the lips, checks, tongue and nose. Out 
of T2 cranial nerves, five of them are picking 
up the data iVom around the moudi. 

“It is built to pick up the most sensitive 
feelings— the most intricate tastes and 
smells and touch and temperature. And 
when you’re kissing somebody, you can 
really hear them and see them and feel 
them. So kissing is not just kissing. It is a 
profound advertisement of who you arc, 
what you want and w^hat you can give.” 

According to Gordon Cjaliup, a kiss 
can help someone instinctually “assess 
health, reproductive status and genetic 
compatibility” Gallup, a professor of 
evolutional*)' psycholog)' at the State 
University of New York at Albany, studies 
reproductive competition and the biology 
of interpersonal attraction, 

“What happens during that first kiss can 
be a make-or-break proposition,” he said. 

For example, a woman can sense whether 
the man's immune system proteins are 
different from hers, thus increasing the odds 


of healthy offspring. Kissing thus not only 
conveys serious evolutionary advantage. It 
can alter the outcome of Saturday night. 

A survey of 1,041 college students led 
by SUNY Albany’s Gdlup found that 
59 percent of men and 66 percent ofwomen 
reported at least once finding someone 
attractive only to discover after 
the first kiss that they were no 
longer interested. 

But ifkissing isall that important, 
why has it lost its iconic status? Why 
according to the giant Gallup survey do 
52.9 percent of men and 14.6 percent of 
women feel they can readily skip the smooch 
and dive right into the sack^ 

The memorable kisses of this century 
arc mainly those that are remarkable for 
examining the edges. Think “Erokeback 
Mountain,” Or Madonna and Britney 
Spears. Or in “Tl^nlight,” dancing with 
death— making out with a vampire. 

Even popular music has made the 
meaning of kissing seem quaint beyond 
superfluous. 

“I lip-hop is more likely to be talking 
about oral sex than talking al>out k issing,” 
said Joe Levy editor in chief of Blender 
magazine. This is not to say that kissing is 
history, he says. 

“I’m nor sure because we’re talking about 
it less in pop lyrics, it happens less or is less 
important,” he said. ^What used to start 
with a kiss still starts wuth a kiss, Yju just 
hear exactly where it went after that,”

Last week I received a firantic e-mail from a girlfriend wanting to know 
what wine she should serve to her book club group. 

They were reading ‘The Story of Edgar Sa\ncllc” by David 
Wroblewski and it was her turn to host the discussion, which meant 
she also was responsible for providing the drinks and snacks. My 
girlfriend was blunt about why she was stressing out. 

“The only reason we’re in this group is so we have an excuse to get 
together and drink, so the wine has to be good,” she said. Hey at least 
she was honest.
